DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BPAI decision 

1 . In light of the Board decision dated May 3, 201 1 : 

a. Claims 2-1 9, 21 -30, 55, 56, and 62-64 are pending. 

b. In light of the Board decision, the rejection has been withdrawn. And as 
no prior art is applied, the claims are seen to be allowable. 

Aiiowabie Subject iVIatter 

2. Claims 2-1 9, 21 -30, 55, 56, and 62-64 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, appears to teach, suggest, or render obvious 
the invention of at least claims 62-64. 

Claim 62 teaches a solid oxide fuel cell comprising the elements therein. Claim 
63 teaches a process for producing electrical energy using the solid oxide fuel cell 
comprising the elements therein. Claim 64 teaches a solid oxide fuel cell comprising 
the elements therein. Notably, the claims require at least a portion of the anode being 
bound to the electrolyte. Previously relied upon Cable '903 (US 5445903) does not 
provide such a teaching, as the term "bound" in the claim language has been 
interpreted to have a structure wherein a level of adherence achieved by sintering is 
necessary (see pages 4-5 of the Board decision dated May 3, 201 1). Thus the prior art 
of record, alone or in combination, appears to teach, suggest, or render obvious the 
invention of at least claim 62-64. Since claims 2-19, 21-30, 55, and 56 are dependent 
upon one of claims 62-26, they are allowable for the same reason.
